BERLIN, Dec. 
Associated Press.] The attempt on the 
life of Russell Sage in New York was 
emulated here today by a young man 
who fortunately lost his nerve at the 
critical moment. He entered the offices 
of Herman & Co., bankers, and 
requested a private interview with the 
head of the firm on important business. 
When the banker joined him inthe 
private office the stranger handed him a 
letter demanding 10,000 marks at 
once on pain of having the building 
blown up with dynamite. 

Hermann, instead of parleying with 
the visitor, called loudly for help. The 
fellow then dashed from the place, but 
was soon caught. In his pockets were 
} found two packets of gunpowder and 


powder, the nature of which is not yet 
ascertained. He refuses to answer any 
questions of the police. 


FAMINE AND PLAGUE. 


Smallpox and Typhus Raging Among the 
Starving Russian Peasants. 

St. Peterssure, Dec. 15:—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.] Yo the horrors 
of famine are added the horrors of pes- 
tilence. Smallpox is carrying off large 
numbers of impoverished people. In 
two small villages in the province of 
Samara 200 persons are down with the 
disease and fifty deaths have already 
occurred. Smallpox is also ravaging in 
the provinces of Viatka. Kharkoff, Vla- 
dimir, Kursk, Orenberg, Peterhoff and 
Saratoff. In addition to this typhus 
fever is carrying off numerous victims 
in various provinces. Although the few 
doctors scattered through the country 
are doing their utmost to stay the dis- 
ease, their efforts are almost useless. 

At Shadrinsk, in the 
Perm, a sad condition of affairs exists 
and it may be necessary for the govern- 
ment to interfere to prevent the whole- 
sale carrying off of inhabitants by fam- 
ine, the granaries there being almost 
exhausted. 

The Moscow Gazette denounces the 
acceptance of foreign aid forthe dis- 
tressed people of Russia, especially En- 
glish aid. It declares that Great Brit- 
ain wants to turn Russia into another 
Egypt, and warns the people against 
the dgiplicity of her philanthropy. 

Mme. Tolstoi, wife of Count Tolstoi, 
the novelist, in an interview today said 
that she doubted whether the govern- 
ment would consent to act asa medium 
for the distribution of foreign assist- 
ance, but there was no objection to 
Count Tolstoi distributing such assist- 
ance privatelv. *‘The extent of the 
famine,’’ she continued, ‘‘instead of 
being overstated is yreater than the 
outside world supposes. Inthe province 
of Kazan, where her husband is working, 
peasants get thirty pounds of grain 
monthly, but no meat or potatoes. 
Within twenty days the monthly allow- 
ance is consumed and the peasants then 
pass the remaining @ays of the month 
in a state of starvation. Famishing 
mobs often visit the houses of landlords 
and wealthy peasants with threats to 
burn property unless they receive food. 
Count Tolstoi’s family is scattered, the 
members being stationed at various 
points organizing regular relief inde- 
pendent of the Russian officials, who 
are accusing them:of being revolution- 
aries. Jt has greatly comforted Count 
Tolstoi to learn that the views of these 
officials are not shared in by the Czar. 

The winter, Mme. Tolstoi concludes, 
will be a trying time, but she fears the 
early spring most, as their resources 
will then be exhausted. 


THE PAPAL ALLOCUTION. 


Bitter Complaint Over the Condact of 
Enemies of the Church. 

Rome, Dec. 15.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The Pope, in his al- 
locution at yesterday’s consistory, said 
that the enemies of the Romish Church 
ruthlessly encompassed it on every side. 
Not content with displaying their 
hatred in words, they had proceeded to 
acts of violence against peaceful foreign- 
ers who come to Rome actuated by 
filial piety and free from political aims. 
The liberty of the pointiff to communi- 
cate with the outer world was becom- 
ing more and more curtailed and the 
situation was becoming more difficult. 
By waging war on the papacy, the 
Pope said, its enemies hoped to weaken 
and proscribe the name of Christianity. 

The Pope hoped that the heads of 
states would give earnest consideration 
tothe position of the chnrch. They 
would then understand that it was to 
their interest to uphold the authority 
ef the church as the greatest moral 
power in the world. It behooved all 
Catholics acting in unison with him to 
form a perpetual ieague against the as- 
saults of the impious. |

KEEP THEM OUT. 


Gen. Nettleton on Pauper and Crim- 
inal Immigrants. 


The Question Handled at the 
Boston Board of Trade Banquet— 
Gen, Butterworth on the 
World’s Fa.c. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Boston, Dec. 45.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The first annual banquet of the 
Massachusetts State Board of Trade 
was held this evening. President 
Adams sat at the head of the table with 
George Nettleton, Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, on his left. 

In-his address Gen. Nettleton, refer- 
ring to flood of immigration to this 
country, said in part: 

Any expenditure is justifiable which is 
necessary to erect an effective dyke against 
a deluge of misery, vice and crime. This 
Nation will continue to ‘receive honest, 
well.disposed, self-supporting immigrants. 
All are agreed that the artificial stimulus 
of immigration Shall decrease, and the 
‘pauper, leper and Anarchist shall be shut 
out. Thenit will be soon enough to raise 
the question whether further measures are 
necessary. The highest service the Ameri- 
can republic can render mankind is to 
maintain the American republic, and what- 
ever is necessary to that end must be done 
regardless of the opposing interests of in- 
dividuals on either side of the ocean. 

World's Fair Commissioner Peck of 
Chicago said: . 

We ask the United States Government to 
furnish $5.000.000 on the same basis on 
which we furnish $11,000,000. We want 
it as an appropriation not as a loan, al- 
though we believe the Government will get 
back 50 percent. and perhaps the whole 
amount. 

Hon. Benjamin Butterworth referred 
to Gen, Nettleton’s remarks on immi- 
gration and said the difficulty in securing 
needed restrictive leZislation was owing 
to the close alliance between undesirable 
immigrants and voters in the Congres- 
sional districts. Hesaid thata pledge 
of each Congressman, when elected, to 
support a restrictive law was the only 
remedy. 


A Rocky Mountain Blizzard. 

Denver, Dec. 15.—The snowstorm 
which swept overa portion of the Rocky 
Mountain regions yesterday extended 
from central Wyoming to New Mexico. 
Abhurricane accompanied the snow and 
did much damage, especially at Pueblo 
and along the Divide. On the Divide it 
drifted in great banks eight to ten feet 
high, preventing traffic of all kinds. 
Over northern New Mexico snow is re- 
ported in some places to bein drifts 
eighteen feet high. 


Attempted Assassination. . 

Sr. Lovis, Dec. 15.—A special to the 
Republic from Mattoon, Ill., says that 
Frank W. Hornish. an inventor, at- 
tempted to assassinate Judge Horace S. 
Clark tonight. One bullet grazed 
Clark’s face, one lodged in his shoulder 
and another in the leg just above the 
knee.

Dec. 15.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Compositors working 
for the morning papers, Times, Record, 
Inquirer and North American made a 
demand at 6 o’clock this evening that 
wages be increased from 40 to 45 cents 
per thousandems.

A Mail Wagon Plundered in 
Chicago. | 


The Driver Covered with Revolvers 
by Five Highwaymen. 


They Secure Several Registered 
Pouches and Escape. 


The Entire City Police Force on = Mant 
After the Robbers—Thelr Booty 
Supposed to be Very 
Large. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cnicaco, Dec. 15.—[By the Assoét- 
ated Press.| Five daring highwaymen 
tonight held up a United States mail 
wagon and at revolver’s point forced 
the driver to throw out several sacks, 
The wagon was then sent on its journey, 
the driver being threatened with in- 
stant death if he made an outcry oF 
stopped. So complete was the surprise 
effected by the bandits that the driver 
failed to utilize the services of a large 
bulldog beside him on the seat. 

Near midnight the stolen mail sacks, 
slit open and rifled of their contents, 
were found on Superior street, in the 
north division of the city, fully three 
miles from the scene of the rob : 
At that hour every available man oft 


city detective force and postoffice in-‘ 


spector’s staff were out endeavoring to 
obtain a clew to the identity of the 
highwayman or their whereabouts. 

The wagon was on its way to the 
main postoffice with mail from the 
stock yards and Southwest station, 
Driver Creighton drove down Blue Isl- 
and to Halsted streets and turned east, 
He was half way to Des, Plaines street, 
when five men sprang from the 
sidewalk. One seized the horse by the 
reins while the others covered Creigh- 
ton with revolvers and commanded 
him to keep quiet. The team was lead 
to an alley, and while one of the men 
kept Creighton covered the others 
forced open the doors of the wagon and 
hastily selecting the registry 
from the others made off throngh t 
alley. Creighton’s guard kept him cov- 
ered for five minutes and left him. 

The thoroughly frightened driver 


drove as rapidly as possible to themain 


postoflice,' where he reported the affair. 
An inventory was made of the con- 
tents of the wagon, and it was found 
that two registered pouches from the 
stock yard station and that from the 
Bend Island station were missing.” The 
value of the contents the officials are 
unable to determine, but itis known to 
be heavy.

Trial at Denver.

He handed 
Stevens a book containing copies of the 
telegrams he received and sent during 
Mrs. Barnaby’s illness and after her 
death. Hesaidthat he notified Mrs, 
Conrad on April 19 of the death 
of her mother. He read a tele 
gram which he sent, in which 
he gave the cause of Mrs. Barnaby’s 
death as congestion of the lungs. Pre- 
vious to this he received a telegram 
from Mrs. Conrad asking him to wire 
her how her mother was getting along. 
Mrs. Conrad telegraphed after she was 
notified of her mother’s death that she 
must see Worrell before the body was 
embalmed. 

On cross-examination by Judge Ma- 
con witness said he knew Mrs. Bar- 
naby about ten years before she came 
here. He had met her in Chester, Pa., 
while she was visiting his mother. He 
had héird of her, but never saw her 
before this time. 

Worrell repeated the oft-told st 
about Mrs. Barnaby being dissatisfied 
with the doctor as her business man- 
ager. He declared that when the 
cause of Mrs. Barnaby’s death was first 
being discussed he didn’t know that he 
or any of his family were suspected of 
complicity.

THE COURTS. 


Mrs. Lavinia Harris Before Judge. 


Shaw. 
Some Sensational Disclosures Looked 
for This Morning. 

Mrs, Townsend Declared Insane Yes- 
terday by Judze Wade. 


Third Trial of the Suit of Abe Haas 
Against Whittier, Fuller & Co.— 
General Civil Business 
—Court Notes. 


Mrs. Lavinia M. Harris, the wealthy 
widow who was adjudged insane and 
committed to Agnews asylum on Satur- 
day last by Judge Smith, was taken be- 
fore Judge Shaw in Department Five 
yesterday morning, some of her friends 
having instituted habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings in order to secure her release 
on the ground that she is not insane. 
Messrs. S. M. White and Shinn & Ling 
appeared on behalf of the petitioners 
and J, A. Donnell, Esq., represented the 
opponents, 

Five witnesses were examined for the 
purpose of showing that Mrs. Harris 
was capable of transacting her own af- 
fairs, all of whom reiterated the state- 
ments made before Judge Smith on Sat- 
urday last, and the Court thereupon 
postponed the matter for further hear- 
ing until 9 o’clock this morning. 

The case is a somewhat extraordinary 
one in many respects, anda careful in- 
vestigation will doubtless disclose some 
sensational features which have been 
hitl erto religiously suppressed. It was 
ascertained on Saturday that Mrs. Har- 
ris, who i8 possessed of considerable 
means, roomed in the house of a female 
spiritualistic medium. What means 
this woman wusedto gain an influence 
over Mrs. Harris is not known, but that 
she did so is: undeniable. From that 
time Mrs. Harris's mind has been af- 
fected, and she has frequent hallucina- 
tions of a “‘spiritualistic’’ nature, For 
instance, she recently conceived the 
idea that someone was trying to get 
some. of her money, and she immedi- 
ately drew $10,000 from a San Diego 
bank and announced that she intended 
to burn it. Mer mind had evidently 
been poisoned against her relatives, a 
married sister and her husband, who 
reside at San Diego, as she claims that 
the latter is trying to get hold of her 
property. 

Mrs. Elisworth, her sister, claims 
that the spiritualists have driven the 
unfortunate woman crazv with their 
ideas, and that allgshe, desires is that 
her sister may be sent tosome place be- 
yond the reach of these people, who 
have ruined her mind, and seek to ruin 
her financially, 

ON ITS THIRD TRIAL. 

In Department Four, yesterday, the 
case of Abe Haas, assignee, vs. Whit- 
tier, Fuller & Co. came up for. trial for 
the third time before Judge Van Dyke. 
A jury having been demanded, it was 
agreed by counsel, after the panel had 
been exhausted, totry the case with 
the following eight jurors: M. J. 
Blaisdell, H. W. Brewer, J. H. Davis, 
J. H. Dunsmoor, W. H. Germain, E. 
B. Jones, J. J. McClelland and R. M. 
Webster. - 

From the evidence offered it was 
learned that on December 5, 1887, one 
Edgar Sessions filed his voluntary peti- 
tion.in insolvency, the aggregate 
amount of the claims against him being 
$2000. On December 19 of the same 
year he was duly declared insolvent by 
Judge Gardiner, and he subsequently 
assigned all his property to the plain- 
tiff, Abe Haas. It was found, however, 
upon examination of his effects, that on 
November 26, less than a month before 
he went into insolVeney, Sessions trans- 
ferred a horse and other personal prop- 
erty, amounting to $856.99, to Whit- 
tier, Fuller & Co., im full satisfaction of 
his indebtedness to them, viz.: $900. 
This the other creditors of Sessions 


| objected to, claiming’ that they were 


thereby defrauded of their share in his 
property. Haas; as the assignee, 
brought suit against Whittier, Fuller & 
Co. for this property. and twice ob- 
tained judgment against them; but new 
each time. 

The-case was submitted to the jury at 
4 o'clock p.m.,“and some three hours 
later a sealed verdict was returned by: 
that body. The verdict is inthe form 
of queries and angwers regarding the 
special issues of the case; in addition 
to which the amount, if any, found due 
from the defendants was left to the 
jurors for decision. 

* ADJUDGED INSANE. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Townsend, a native of 
England, 52 years of.age;~Wwas ad- 
judged insane and committed to the 
State asylum at Agnews yesterday by 
Judge Wade, in accordance with the 
recommendation of Drs. Kannon and 
Wernigk, the examining physicians. 
The unfortunate: woman was committed 
to Napa some time ago, but was dis- 
charged as cured in July last. She 
imagines that some one is telephoning to 
her all the time, and when under this 
hallucination wanders about from place 
to place under the delusion that she has 
been summoned. 

A few days ago she was warned by 
her unseen telephonist that unless she 
placed two lunches outside the house 
before she went to bed a couple of 
tramps would murder both her and her 
husband in the night, and accordingly 
she prepared the lunches secretly and 
placed them upon thedoorstep, where 
they were found by Townsend next 
morning,

ALL ABOUT A BABY. 


A Peculiar Lawsuit Before Justice Austin

Some weeks after the neghbor,.who 
played the doctor on the night of the 
child’s birth, met Tromley and asked 
him if he did not think she should be 
paid for her trouble.

The telegraphic columns of this paper. 
today contain much information of the 
telegraphers’ strike ordered on the 
Southern Pacific and Atlantic and Pa- 
ciflc lines. The strike mandate, ema- 
nating from the chief officers of the 


more general in its demand than was 
the compliance with it, for it scarcely 
changed the situation of affairs at all 
on the Southern Pacific. Business was 
tied up tighter than beeswax on the 
Atlantic and Pacific, however, and it is 
difficult even now to know what the sit- 
vation really is. The Santa Fé overiand, 
due here at 3 p.m. yesterday, was 
known to be late, but whether five 
hours or fifty no one could say, for the 
brass pounders on the entire line be- 
tween Mojave and Albuquerque had 
forsaken their keys and no news of any 
kind could be transmitted by wire. The 
situation in Los Angeles” remained | 
uncuanged throughout the day, though 
there exists a cordial understanding 
among the operators to stand by their 
fellows in the event of certain contin- 
gencies. As has been stated all Califor- 
nia operators of the Southern Pacific 
have signed the affidavit renouncing the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers, but as 


they consider that their action was 
takem under duress, and not ot their 
own free will and accord, the oath is 


null and void. Holding this idea, | 
supported by the opinion of 
legal advisers, the operators may 
be considered as_ still members 


of the order and ready to act accord- 
ingly. The officials of the road know 
this and are preparing for it by Aling 
applications for situations as telegrapu 
operators, though the positions of ex- 
pert dispatchers will be more difficult 
to fill. The officials say that things ar@ 
working smoothly in Arizona, where 
new men filled the places of the strik- 
ers, but how long this serene condition 
will last cannot even be conjectured. 
SOUTHERN PACIFIC AT SAN PEDRO, 

The correspondent of Tae Times at 
San Pedro disputes the truth of a state-, 
ment published in an evening paper of 
this city in regard to the Southern Pa- 
cific’s movements on the water front at 
that port, and which was intended to 
correct a news item originally published 
in these columns. He writes: 

‘The article describing the actions 
of the Southern Pacific Company at 
San Pedro as it appeared in Tue 
Times is absolutely correct, and the 
hasty manner in which the pile drivers 
were putto work and kept at work 
day and night on the same piece of 
water front on which the city authori- 
ties had just made arrangements to 
build a small piece of wharf for a boat 
and ferry landing certainly made it 
appear as though they were jumping 
something to which they had no title. 
A franchise forthe 1000 feet of water- 
front in question was granted to 
Charles Crocker on August 3, 1881, by 
the Board of Supervisors, but as the 
water front has never been used for the 
purposes for which it was granted the 
city bases its claim on section 2919 of 
the Political Code, which reads in part: 
‘Nor does authority to construct a 
wharf, chute or picr continue fora 
longer period than two years, unless 
the same is within that time com- 
pleted.’ 

‘The City Trusteeswho went to Los 
Angeles on Friday last for legal advice 
did not -‘go away satisfied of -the rail- 
road company’s ownershi”,’’ but secured 
the services of Hon. S. M. White and 
Judge Cheeney to fight the case for the 
city, and the first move in the battle re- 
sulted in an injunction being issued by 
the Superior Court, and at noon on Sat- 
urday the click-bang of the pile-driver 
ceased to be heard. ers 

‘-A rousing meeting of the citizens of 
San Pedro was held in the City Hall on 
Monday evening for the purpose of get- 
ting the sentiment of the people on the 
water-front question, and a resolution 
was adopted unanimously ratifying the 
action taken by the Board of Trustees 
and urging them to fizht for the city's 
right onthe water front, even if it 
should become necessary to carry the 
case to the United States Supreme 
Court. A committee of twelve citizens 
was also appointed to assist the Board’ 
of Trustees in the matter and to collect 

oney to defray the expenses of the 
suit if necessary. 

‘San Ped.o is in dead earnest on the 
water-front question and the Citizens’ 
Committee will probably asx the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce and 
business men of Los Angeles city to as- 
sist them in this matter, as it is a. ques- 
tion of vital importance to the entire 
county that the water front at San Pe- 
dro is not monopolized by any one cor- 
poration.”’

The reason as- 
signed is ‘‘that the United States has 
discriminated against the citizens of 
that empire, and that the Chinese could 
not come tothe Exposition without be- 
ing put jn a humiliating attitude, need- 
ing a special passport to be granted by 
special act of Congress.”’ 

That the United States has discrim- 
inated against the immigration of Chi- 
nese cannot be denied. But, when ll 
is told, it is doubtful Whether this coun- 
try has done half so much in that re- 
spect as China has against the settle- 
ment of Americans in China. It is only 
within.a few years that restrictions have 
been placed on the influx of Chinese, 
and ever since they began to come all 
admitted have been given the right to 
live anywhere in the United States. 


There are now inthe ‘State of California 


about 60,000 of that nationaiity, and 
in the entire United States probably 
90,000. 

On the other hand, we find that 
Americans are permitted to reside in 
only the treaty ports of China—twenty- 
one in number, In 1887 Americans 
were resident inthe following Chinese 
cities, or treaty ports: Amoy, 41; Can- 
ton, 75; Chufoo, 87; Chinkiang, 77; 
Foochow, 51; Hankqw, 49; Newch- 
weng, 12; Ningpo, 186; Shanghai, 400; 
Tientsin, 185. This makes a total of. 
1163 Americans residing in China in 
1887. The number has not 
greatly augmented since. 

So it appears that, distasteful as our 
exclusive laws have beento the Celes- 
tial Empire, we now give domicile to 
fully seventy or eighty times as many 
Chinese as China gives to Americans, 
and they have the whole range of our 
country besides, 

As tothe ‘humiliation’ of a special 
act of Congress to admit Cninese to this 
country to attend the World’s Fair that 
is all stuff and nonsense. It would be a 
special mark of courtesy, and should be 
so considered, 

However, we are not disposed to re- 
gret China's ultimatum, and we hope 
that no bitter tears will be shed in this 
country over the matter. As Califor- 


been 


-nians, whose State has suffered most 


from the Mongolian invasion, we should 
rather rejoice over this outcome. In- 
stead of a partial waiver of the exclusion 
policy by a special act there will be a fur- 
ther incentive to make it, more rigid. 
We are much mistaken if this demon- 
stration of unfriendliness does not make 


sure the adoption of a bill now pending 


in Congress to exclude Chinese Ilmmi- 
gration entirely, The next step will be 
to send away those now domiciled in 
this country. 

The dipl Santis relations between the 
United States and China are already 
strained by reason of the refusal to ad- 
mit our Minister, and the refusal in 
turn of our Government to name any 
other representative. This matter was 
canvassed in the President’s message, 
and it was shown thatthe objection to 
Minister Blair, because he had partici- 
pated in legislation unfriendly to the 
Chinese, is.one which. applies equally 
to every representative’of the United 
States since that legislation has become 
a part of our laws and now defines the 
policy of the administration. 

So far as this country goes we can 
probably stand a rupture of the entente 
cordiate as wellas China can, and it 
will help to extricate us from an un- 
pleasant social and political dilemma. 
As to the World’s Fair, it will go on 
just the same. 


Weather Prophecy and JacKasses., 

In hurling denunciation at a weather 
prophet the Oakland Tribune quotes 
Horace’Greeley, who used to say that it 
was a hard enough matter to tell what 
had happened and get it straight, but 
nobody but an expletived jackass would 
attempt to tell what is going to happen. 
Yes, and Horace Greeley made an ex- 
pletive jackass of himself a good many 
times when he got into acholeric mood. 
For example, he included in this sweep- 
ing denunciation the astronomers who 
are able to foretell the movements of 
the heavenly bodies—to predict eclipses, 
conjunctions, occulations and even the 
reappearance of comets—hundreds and 
thousands of years ahead. Horace 
Greeley in an old-fogyish moment an- 
athematized all the almanac-makers who, 
by a caretul study of natural laws, give 
us regularly a year or more in advance a 
calculation of the moon's phases, the 
tides and many other natural phenom- 
ena. In his list of expletive jackasses 
would be included all the members of 
the Weather Bureau, who, from their ob- 
servance of the barometer, thermome- 


ter and wind currents, and an applica-. 


tion of the principles of meteorology, 
forecast the weather for every part of 
the United States from day to day. 

Does anybody suppose that science 
is going to stop where itis today? If it 
has delved deep cnough to foretell all 
of these things, and many of them with 
the nicest mathematical accuracy, may 
we not hope that, by.a further generali- 
zation of observed facts and a further 
definition of natural laws, it may some 
day foretell other things? 

Some meteorologists. hold that the

The observations of cyclonic move- 
ments, or storm-waves of tornadoes, 
hifrricanes and weather disturbances of 
all kinds during the past ten years have 
opened a veritable book of revelations. 
They have shown us that every storm 
has certain characteristics which can 
be stated beforehand with as much ac- 
curacy asafter the event. When a tor- 
nado appears anywhere in the United 
States, for example, it is certain that 
its general direction will be from west- 
erly to easterly; that the swirling col- 


posite to the hands. of a watch; that it 
will be located in a barometic trough 
from three to five hundred miles south- 
east of the center of the i cy- 
clonic disturbance, 

If then it is established that storms 
have well-defined and invariable char- 
acteristics may not further investiga- 
tion show that they have just as fixed 
and unalterable causes? We have only 
a little further to go, apparently, to dis- 
close these causes, and then meteorol- 
ogy may become an established and as 
accurate science as astronomy is today. 
It requires no greater»stretch of the 
probabilities to concede the one than

possibilities and feeling that everything 
in the universe works. on, the most per- 
fect system—that. nothing is done by 
chance—we feel disposed to encourage 
those patient, hard-working scientists 
who are endeavoring to interpret for us 
the book of nature’s laws. If they 
make an occasional mistake what won- 
der? Instead of heaping contumely and 
ridicule upon them~ should 
rather show. them our sympathy 
and encouragement,’ They have un- 
dertaken the solutiog of a most 
difficult. problem, mot for their, 
individual gain, but for’the cause of 
knowledge and’ for ‘the benefit of the 
world at large. We ‘do not believe 
everything that is put forth in the way 
of weather prophecy and it would be 
folly to ask other pegple to believe it, 
but we do believe that a scientific basis 
for forecasting the Weather will vet be 
established. Those who are working in 
asystematic way to secure this great 
desideration deserve encouragement, 
and some day those who succeed will 
receive the‘ world’s plaudits. They 
will be remembered and honored long 
after those who denounce them as jack-’ 


ACCORDING to a ragenil t telegram from 
Flagstaff, Ariz.,G. K. Gilbert and Mar- 
cus Baker, the former chief geologist of 
the United States Survey, with a force 
of men, have returned from Cajion 
Diablo, where they were sent by the 
Government to take observations 
and make a,» map of the region, 
where so much ‘meteoric iron has 
recently been found. They spent 
sixteen days investigating the mam- 
moth hole in the ground supposed to 
have been made bya meteor. The hole 
is 625 feet deep and two and one-eighth 
miles in circumference. The theory is 
that from the appearance of the walls 
-and the fact that they have found many 
pieces of meteoric iron around the hole 
the meteor penetrated the earth to a 
depth of 700 or 800 feet before it ex- 
ploded, and this accounts. for the 
strange phenomena. ‘Three pieces of 
the meteor, weighing 800, 600 and 
850 pounds, respectively, were found 
on the mesa within two miles of the | 
crater, and are now inthe Smithsonian 
‘Institution. Besides these they found 
‘many pieces weighing from two ouuces 
upward.

Altered Phase of the Senatorial 


A Popular Recoil te Favor of John’ 
Sherman. 

— Attitude of the Republican 
State Press. 


“Cyclone” of Sherman Sentiment 
Sweeping Over the Land—But the 
Compiexion of the Legisla- 
ture is Doubtful.

(O.,) Dec. 9.—[Special Cor- 
respondence of Tue Times.] During the 
few days just passed a marked change 
has taken place in the character of 
the Senatorial fight. With here and 
there an exception, the pregs of the 
State has grown conservative. The 
fierce bitterness with which Senator, 
Sherman was assailed by the Cincin- 
nati Commercial Gazette and sympa- 
thizing members of the Republican 
press throughout the State has changed 
to moderate protestation against the 
Senator’s re@élection, The fact is, Mr. 
Foraker’s friends were slow in discov- 
ering that a very large majority of the 
rural press was in.a state of opposition 
to his election, or, if they were aware of 
it, they were of the opinion that a de- 
termined, pitiless rush at the open- 
ing of the game would demoralize the 
Senator’s press support, and, thus 
weakened, it would not be a difficult 
matter to entirely detach the larger 
portion of it. Itis not material what 
cause was the reason for the onslaught 
oy the Senator; the fact is most appar- 
ent that it failed. In fact, it more than 
failed—it has proven disastrous.  In- 
stead of timidity being shown the 
‘rural roosters,’? as the Commercial 
Gazette calls them, rose up like little 
giants, and with an unwonted vigor and 
ability crossed lances with those they 
are pleased to term ‘‘the enemies of the 
Republican party.’’ The Journal of 
Bucyrus and the Cyclone of Washing- 
ton Court House are the leaders of the 
Republican country press and are edited 
with excellent ability. The editor 
of the Cyclone sought communica- 
tions from his fellow-editors and 
publishes their views in the last 
issue. The Foraker cause, which 
has been bolstered up by the assertion 
that the county press, which is almost 
an infallible index of popular senti- 
ment, was largely in favor of Foraker, 
suffered a collapse. It was evident that 
at least three-fourths were determined 
Sherman men, and a portion of that 
which was not was not active for Gov. 
Foraker. Since the publication of the 


Cyclone’s blast there has been less | 


boasting, and a disposition is manifested 
to conduct the campaign in a calmer 
mood. 

We have referred to the mistake 
made in attacking Brice’s.seat. The 
bad effects of that move are now clearly 
seen, and the Foraker men are trying 
to shift the paternity of the movement, 
declaring that it had its origin with 
Sherman's friends and that the Cincin- 
nati Commercial Gazette only gave it a 
hearty second. Judge George K. Nash’s 
refusal to accept the duty of investigat- 
ing the question of Mr. Brice’s eligibil- 
ity has given the move a death blow, 
and itis now conceded by the Ohio 
State Journal that the State Committee 
will not be again convened to consider 
the question. This result is a signal 
triumph for Mr. Sherman, and while he 
may not be in love with the Democratic 
Senator-elect, and while he will no doubt 
do his entire duty in the matter, it 
evinces his determination not to be 
driven one step in the matter by the 
fierce opposition to him made by the 
friends of ex-Gov. Foraker. Daily 
Republican members-elect reach this 


city, ostensibly for the purpose 
of securing winter accommodations, 
but no doubt actuated by a 


desire to get a clear conception of 
the Senatorial situation. The new Leg- 
islature, like the last one, will not be 
conspicuous for able men. Indeed, nei- 
ther party for some years has been 


| creditably represented in the General 


Assembly. ‘True, each has had some 
few men of good, strong character, but 
there has been a barrenness of large 
; ability and there is not a member in the 
new body who has attracted sufficient 
attention to make him noted beyond his 
district or county. The _ organi- 
zation, particularly that of the House, 
will enter largely into the Senatorial 
fight. Itis known that Mr. Sherman 
has a majority of the Senators and, 
therefore, the president pro tem-of that 
body will be selected without difficulty. 
It is otherwise in the House,’ each wing 
claiming a majerity. Its complexion 
as regards the two aspirants is doubt- 
ful. As far as can be determined it 
looks Shermanish, but there are eight 
or ten members who have not openly 
avowed a preference. Besides there 
are not less than eight who are claimed 
by both factions. Mr. Flickinger, 
member from Lucas county, is in a very 
uncomfortable position. The sentiment 
of his county, which includes Toledo, is 
decidedly for Foraker. The county 
convention which nominated him wasin 
control of Foraker’s friends. It was 
rumored while the convention was in 
session that Flickinger was.a Sherman 
man. This rumor reaching his ear, un- 
solicited, he sought ex-Congressman 
Romeis, a strong Foraker partisan, and 
assured that gentleman that he was for 
Foraker and begged his aide to secure 
his, Flickinger’s, nomination, pledging 
his fidelity in the Senatorial matter to 
the support of the ex-Governor. On this 
representation Romeis placed Flickin- 
ger in nomination and secured his selec- 
tion by the convention. Flickinger is 
now claimed bythe Sherman men. The 
same condition’ éxists in Cleveland, but 
the interests are adverse. Four of its 
delegation are claimed for Foraker. 


The sentiment in that county is largely” 


in favor of the return of Senator Sher- 
man. The nominating convention was 
inthe control of Sherman influence, 
and itis asserted by the friends of Mr. 
Sherman that had the sentiment of 
these men been known not one of them 
could have been nominated. It is fur- 
ther said that had their duplicity been 
discovered during the canvass they 
would have been defeated at the polls. 
This is probably true. There are four 
candidates for Speaker of the House, 
but only two will be “init.” McGrew 
of Clarke (Foraker) and Laylin of Hu- 


ron (Sherinan) are recognized as 
the objective men. McGrew is 
very popular and_ will be able 
to attract a few men to his 
fortunes who are not friends. of For- 
aker. The same is claimed for: Mr. 


Laylin, but it is not probable. When 
you finda Foraker man he is~“one all 
over, and will notbe controlled or even 
affected by any considerations of per- 
sonal friendship. All roads must lead 
to Foraker, else he will not walk on 
them. In our opinion Laylin will not 
poll one vote other than those which 
will be cast in caucus for John Sherman 
for United States Senator. While the

Telegraph Operators Strike 
Two Railroads.

General Walkout on the Southern 
Pacifie on This Coast. 


The Company Says It Can Keep on 
Without the Strikers. 


‘Efforts_to Effect a Compromise of the 
Trouble on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Fail of Success 
Thus Far.*

San Francisco, Dec. 1$.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The strike of. tele- 
graph operators on the Pacitic division 
of the Southern Pacific Company began 
at 10 o’clock this morning, but it is not 
yet known how many men are actually 
out. There are from 600 'to 800 oper- 
ators on the Southern Pacific system, 
but it is not known what proportion of 
that number are members of the Teleg- 
raphers’ Brotherhood.. The Southern 
Pacific claims that but a small percent- 
age of the number in the system are 
members and that they will have oper- 
ators enough to handle their business. 

On the Atlantic and Pacificit was def- 
initely known that a large number of 
men are out and that the situation 
there is niore serious. The strike is 
based on the claim of the operators that 
the Southern Pacific should not compel 
them to sign an affiddvit that they are 
not nor will not become members of the 
order. hte 

Up to noon today strikers are re- 
ported out at San Miguel, San Ardo and 
Turlock, Cal., and at four points in 

evada and in Utah on the Céntral 
Pacific. : 

ASHLAND (Or.,) Dec. 15.—Five mem- 
bers of the Order of Railway Tele- 
graphers on the Ashland and Red Bluff 
division of he Southern Pacific have 
gone out in the telegraphers’ strike, in- 
cluding the agent at Siskiyou station, 
where the office has. been closed today; 
also the operators are out at Ager, Sis-. 
son, Redding and Red Bluff. The Pa- 
cific division extends as far as Ashland 
and two or three members of the order 
in the Ashland Southern Pacific depot 
are not affected by the strike. 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 15.—The strike of 
Southern Pacific telegraphers does not 
effect this division, as none of the 
operators are members of the order. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 15.—Col, Clowry, gen- 
eral superintendent of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company received ad- 
vices today that the strike of telegraph- 
ers on the Southern Paeific Railroad 
has proved a failure; that the strikers’ 
places are filled, and business is pro- 
ceeding as usual.

CuicaGo, Dec. 15.—[By the Associated 
Press.| President Manvel of the Santa 
Fé Railroad Company says: that nego- 
tiations are now in progress between 
the superintendent of the Atlantic and 
Pacific and the striking . operators with 
a view to the settlement of the exist- 
ing differences, but that no understand- 
ing is yet reached. © 

Denver, Dec. 15.—A dispatch from 
Albuquerque says that the strike of 
dispatchers and operators on_ the 
Atlantic and Pacific -road has- not 
changed for the better, Representa- 
tives of men are in conference tonight 
with officials and the result Will not be 
given out until tomorrow. 

Sr. Louis, Dec. 15,—Acting Grand 
Chief Ramsey has sent a telegram to 
the strike committee of the Atlantic 
and Pacific strikers, instructing them 
to declare the strike off, providing the 
officials of the road adhere to their first 
declaration allowing operators to re- 
main members of the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers. 

In aninterview with an Assaciated 
Press representative, Ramsey saig@d that 
at today’s meeting the Advisory Coun- 
cil of the Brotherhood of Trainmen and 
Conductors concurred in the action he 
had decided to take and it was the 
sense of the assembled railroad men to 
waive the question of wages. ‘I have 
ordered the men to waive the question 
of wages,’’ he said, ‘‘untilI reach Al- 
buquerque, where I go tonight, but we 
cannot and wil! not waive our right to 
join and be members of the order of 
Tetegraphers.”’ 

When questioned as to the trouble on 
the Southern Pacific, Ramsey said the 
order would not vield one iota of their 
rights and that the men would stay out 
until the battle was won, if it took three 
years to do it. : 

A. D. Thurston, grand chief of the Or- 
der of Railway Telegraphers, is in. the 
city to attend a meeting of the advisory 
council of railroad men. Speaking in 
reference tothe troubles on the South- 
oe Pacific and Atlantic and Pacific 

ailroads, he said that besides the de- 
manded -withdrawal from the tele- 
graphers’ organization by officials of the 
road, the Atlantic and 'Pacific tele- 
graphers demand an increase of salary. 

“If we cannot settle our troubles with 
the Southern Pacific and Atlantic, and’ 
Pacific,’ said a mémber of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the order, ‘‘we will 
involve every railroadin the United 
States.”’

| Another Victim of the Christian 


Science’ Craze. 


Death of a Well-known Citizen While 
Under “ Treatment.”’ 


The “Healer” to be Indicted at Once 
for. Manslaughter. 


Proceedings to Oust the Supervisors—The 
Claim Made That They are. Using 
Passes Illegally—General, 
News Notes. ~

One death has at t last been brought about 
by a gang of Christian science cranks that 
has been operating in San Bernardino for 
some time past, and as the man killed was 
extremely well known and popular it is 
likely that the justly-aroused indignation 
of the people will make it so interesting 
for the alleged “‘healers”’ that they will dis- 
continue their practice. 

A week ago Sunday George Lord, Jr., 
whoevas employed as a mail. carrier by the 
Postofiice Department, was taken ill. He 
grew rapidly worse, and on Tuesday friends 
insisted that a physician be summoned to 
attend the case. Dr. Bayliss was accord- 
ingly called and found the patient in the 
first stages of meningitis. He was wildly 
delirious and it required three strong men 
to hold him down in bed. The physician 
prescribed bromides and morphia, and 
after three visits on Tuesday succeeded in 
getting Lord quieted down and in 
a much easier condition. On Tuesday 
afternoon, threugh the machinations of 


“acquaintances of Mrs. Lord, the sick man’s 


wife was induced tosend for a Mrs. Ward of 
Riverside, an exponent of Christian sci- 
ence, andan alleged professional nurse. 
She arrived between two of the doctor’s 
visits, saw the patient, talked with Mrs. 
Lord, and told her that there was nothing 
serious the matter with her husband, and 
that if the physicians were discharged she 
would cure Mr. Lord in a few days, and 


_have him well enough to be on the street 


again. She insisted that she could not stay 
and do this, however, if Dr. Bayliss were 
allowed to continue his visits. . 

The distressed Mrs. Lord, grasping at 
the hope of her husband's speedy recovery, 
sent a note to Dr. Bayliss telling him that 
his services were no longer necessary. 
From that time the. Christian science 
crank ehad entire control of the 
sick - reom. She excluded everybody 
from her patient’s presence, even his 
mother, discontinued the use of all medi- 
cines, and putin her whole time sitting by 
Lord’s bedside with her hands over her face 
in silent prayer, This was her ‘‘treatment.”’ 
Lord of course grew rapidly worse, but the 
‘healer’? assured everybody that he was 
getting on famously and ‘would soon re- 
cover. These reports reached his friends 
and the asserted fact that he was getting 
well was printed in THE TIMES as a matter 
of welcome news to his many friends in 
San Bernardino. 


The end came at 4 o'clock Monday after- 
noon, when George Lord. after nearly a 
week of alternate suffering and delirum, 
added another to the already long list of 
victims of Christian science. The news 
came like a thunderbolt to the friends of 
the dead man, and when they knew the 
facts of the case their indignation was un- 


| bounded. Coroner Thompson was informed 


of the matter and urged to take. some 
action. A jury was summoned af once, and 
yesterday morning the work of investigat- 
ing the outrage began in earnest in Justice 
Marc ~hand’s 


Alvin Hancock, heethevandiate of the de- 
ceased, and Solomon Hancock testified that 
they had seen Lord at‘various times,during 
his illness, and had urged Mrs. Lord to call 


_a doctor, but she had told themthat Mrs. 


Ward ‘guaranteed a cure,’ and promised 
to bring the sick man around all right. 

Mrs. George Ward, the causé of Lord's 
death. was herself called in to testity, and 
acted as if she were very much hurt at the 
questions put to her. She refused to ex- 
plain her treatment ‘‘because the jury 
would not uhderstarnd it’’ if she did. She 
said that she madeit a practice never to re- 
main in a sick coom if & physician were al- 
lowed to enter. 
for Lord but to pray for him. 

Miss Parsons, another Christian scientist, 
took the stand and misquoted scripture to 
the jury. She explained her methods and 
said, when asked why she prayed silently, 
that she had tried praying.aloud for thirty- 


| five vears. but it didn’t do any good. 


Dr. Aldridge, who with Dr. Hazlett held 
an autopsy on deceased yesterday, testified 
that the cause of death was meningeal cer- 
ebritis. Large quantities of pus were 


‘found in the ofbit of the eye and back in 
‘the cavity of the brain. He believed the 


life of Lord could haye been saved if he 


-had been properly treated. Dr. Bayless ex- 


plained his experience with the deceased 
and thé remedies he had -msed. Although 
the case was a Serious one, he believed that 


‘he couid have saved Lord's life. 


The jury then retired and brought in the 


following verdict : 


- “We, the, jury. find that the deceased was 
named George Lord, Jr., that he was a na- 
tive of California and a resident of San 
Bernardino; that -he was 38 years of age 
and came to his death on the 14th 
of December, 1891, at + p.m., from menin- 
geal cerebritis and criminal neglect on the 
part of Mrs. George Ward, who was em- 
ploved as a nurse and Christian science 
healer, influencing the deceased’s friends 
against the employment of a competent 
physician to administer proper medical 
treatment. 

“That we censure the practices of Chris- 
tian scientists and theirso-called treatment 


'as dangerous tothe good of the community, 


and we hold Mrs. George Ward responsible 
for the death of deceased. 

[Signed:] G.W. Reed, J. A. Urban, John 
Carroll, William Sternberg, E. R. Waite, 
Will Walton, Nelson Anderson. .

MR. GIRD EXPLAINS. 


Why He Did Not Attend the Recent State 
ir. 

A letter has been received by Secre- 
tary Willard from Richard Gird of 
Chino in regard to the citrus fair busi- 
ness, in which he explains his non-at- 
tendance at the State fair as follows: 

I will simply say that the urgent business 
of carrying on a: proposition which is the 
largest agricultural business operation in 
the State necessitated my .presence at 
home, but I have always taken the liveliest 
interest inthe State fair, although there 
has been very little encouragement for 


anybody from south of the Tehachepito at- , 


tend the State fair. In years before, as 
well as this year, there Rave been but one 
or two exhibits, and those very triffing, 
from the southern part of the State. 
There is very little encouragement to 
either the people or the members of the 
Board of Agriculture from this part of the 
State to goup there. where there is noth- 
ing to represent their portion of the coun- 
try. While they are really going to all 
this trouble to help out the northern and 
central parts of the State, this southern 
portion is not reaping the slightest benefit. 
It is an unjust proposition for us to pay 
taxes and as equally unjust for the State to 
appoint Mr. Carr to be put in charge of the 
citrus fair business of this part of the 
State, about wnich he knows nothing and 
probably cares less. Of course, these 
things are very galllng to us people of the 
south, and the quicker we make some sort 
of a demonstration and assert ourselves 
the better. The necessity of our having to 
supportthe north does more harm than 
good, and we have to pay our money. 

While their members of the board up 
north are going to the fair and doing a lot 
of pompous work, the beet proposition that 
Iam working out myself is an industri 
proposition that is worth four times more 
to the Pacific Coast than all the State fairs 
ever held in it. 

Mr. Hardison, I presume, feels as I do 
about it; that itisrather a burlesque to go 
up there and spend our money and time to 
attend to the affairs of that portion of the 
State, which is alone represented. 

I think it would be worth while for the 
press, and the chamber also, to take cog- 
nizance of these facts.

Citrus fruits are coming into the mar- 
ket in small quantities, but none of the ar- 
rivals yet are fit,for shipment, A promi- 
nent dealer said today that it is to be hoped 
that no attempt will be made to work off 
the wind-fall fruit of the late storm on the 
Eastern markets. Such a course, he said, 
would prove an incalculable injury, and he

Subsequently, however, the woman was 
charged with the larceny of a large sum 
of monev and valuable jewelry from 
Gomez, and an effort was made to get 
her into the hands of the Mexican au- 
thorities. Through the efforts, how- 
ever, of the consul a compromise was 
effected by which the woman restored 
the greater portion of the money and 
the jewelry to the gambler, $300 being 
retained for her necessary expenses in 
reaching Washington and her friends. 

Shortly after these arrangements 
were perfected the young woman went 
to her room, ostensibly to prepare for 
her journey homeward, but really to 
commit suicide. She had provided her- 
self with a large quantity of carbolic 
acid and drank nearly halfateacupful of 
the poison. She lingered for an hour 
ortwo and died in great agony. In- 
quiry showed that she had left h_me 
and friends some months ago witha rich 
young man who took her to Mexico with 
him, where he. deserted the girl, who 
had become infatuated with the gam- 
bler Gomez. She had not married the 
latter according to his statement. Ina 
fit of anger one day she took about 


$2000 in cash and all the jewelry of | 


the gambler and decamped, nothing be- 
ing heard of her until she turned up at 
the United States consulate. 

Information of the4ad ending of her 
life has been conveyed to her relatives 
in this city and instructions have been 
given to forward the “body for inter- 
ment here.

The Tug-of-war Between the People 
and the Lottery About to Begin. 


The Democratic Party Divided—Cud- 
dling the Colored Vote. 


Fnormonus Magnitude of the Lottery Evil 
—The state of Bribes and Riots 
~The Mcknery 
Men. 


Baton Rover (La..) Dec. 10.—[Special 
correspondence of THE Times.| On the 
16thinst. the Democratic State Con- 
vention of Louisiana will meet to nom- 
inate a candidate for Governor. <A 
nomination in that bulldozing State, is. 
ordinarily, equivalent’ to an election. 
But if McEnery. the lottery candidate, 
is nominated, there will be a tug which 
mav lead toa war orriot. If Mcknery 
is nominated and elected it means an- 
other twenty-five years *of lottery rule 
and ruin. The fight will be between the 
two factions of the Democratic party— 
the Lottery-ites and the Antis. The 
Farmers’ Alliance party will side with 
the Anti-Lottervites, while the Repub- 
lican party, which has no organization, 
is divided on the lottery question. 

There will be a struggle for the 
colored vote, which is nearly as large 
as the white vote—when cast. And 
here will come the tug, which will 
throw some light upon the dark. history 
of Louisiana politics. The Democrats, 
who have been very adept in changing 
registration books and voting the 
colored man who dared not come to 
the polls, are now divided on local 
issnes. and will watch each other. 
While they unite .in fraud on political 
questions neither will now permit the 


other to &8’windle or bulldoze the colored | 


man. The contest will be for the 
colored vote, and for the first time in 
many vears the colored man will be 
allowed to cast his own vote and be 
counted for his ballot. 

Ifeither faction should attempt to 
swindle or bulldoze the colored voter 
thetrouble will commence. The anti- 
lottery candidate for Governor is a 
Democrat; also a Farmer's Alliance ad- 
herant. 

At the general election a Legislature 
and parisa (county) officers will be se- 
lected, and the voters will also vote on 
the ratification or rejection of a pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution, 
which gives to the lottery an extension 
of charter for twenty-five years on 

ayment of a license, or bribe, of 
$1,250,000 a year. 


The election will undoubtedly be the | 


warmest contest in the history of that 
State of riots. | 

The proposed amendment has been 
submitted to the people through cor- 
ruption and bribery. At the meeting 
of the last Louisana Legislature, John 
A. Morris, one of the largest stock- 
holders in the lottery, and the dis- 
tributer@f-the ‘‘swag,*’ published in the 
lottery newspapers throughout the 
State an ‘open letter,’’ offering to pay 
to the State $500,000 a year fora re- 
newal of the lottery franchise for 
twenty-five vears. 

The present charter, which is about 

to expire, was granted on the payment 
of $40,000 a year. This charter was 
granted by a Democratic Legislature, 
though Warmouth and Pinchbeck were 
Governor and Lieutenant-Governor re- 
spectively. 
‘ When this large offer was made a 
syndicate of gamblers was surprised to 
See that there was so much ‘‘in it’? and 
they ‘‘raised’’ Morris’ offer to $1.000,- 
000 a year. Then Morris ‘‘saw’’ their 
$1,000,000 and *‘raised’’ them $250,- 
000. The other syndicate of gamblers 
“laid down their hand.” 

This large bid for the privilege of 
dealing a lottery opened the eves of the 
people of Louisiana to the enormous 
profits that must necessarily be made 
and led tothe formation of the ‘anti- 
lottery party.” 

The tickets for the ten ordinary 
monthly drawings amount to $20,000,- 
000 a year; the tickets for the two 
grand extraordinary crawings amount 
to $8,000,000 a vear; and the daily 
drawing, which are local, rake in about 
$2.000,.000 a year. Only 55 per cent. 
ofthe money received for tickets is 
placed in the wheel. The company 
keeps the unsold tickets and competes 
in the drawing—generally winning the 
largest prizes. If only two-thirds of 
the tickets should be sold at each draw- 
ing the company would receive §20,- 
000,000 a year. of which amount only 
$10,500,000 is placed in the wheel, 
while, with.its large number of unsold 
tickets, it has more thana “fighting 
chance’’ of winning the best prizes. 

With this large revenue, of which the 
fupes of Louisiana contribute 
$1,000,000, the lottery can well afford 
‘© pay the subsidy offered. Accord- 
ingly, the proposed amendment was in- 
troduced in the House and passed by 
exactly the requisite two-thirds—not 
one vote more. The lobby did not care 
for any surplus material. It passed 
_ ithe Senate by exactly a two-thirds vote. 
Gov. Nicholls vetoed the bill. The 
House passed it over the veto. and it 
Went to the Senate, which was com- 
vosed of thirty-six members—twentv- 
four were lottery men. Here 
the hand of God interposed, 
One of the twenty-four was to ill to be 
carried to the capital to cast his vote 
for the infamous measure. and before a 
final /vote could be. reached he died.’
